General O'Callaghan, as is also the 
variant of it, that the projectile is 
fitted with a. propeller enabling It to 
continue its journey when it is no 
longer driven by the projecting force 
from the gun.

•weight of the projectile is about 380 
pounds and that It leaves the gun 
with a muzzle velocity of about 4000 
feet per second, the gun having- an 
elevation of about 65 degrees, which 
very, quickly "takes the projectile into 
a stratum of rarified air in which 
resistance is greatly minimized." The 
strain upon the gun, he says, must be 
enormous, and probably it would be 
unable to survive more than 100 
rounds at the most, the cost of each 
being nearly £1000.
